Whero Dollars Originated — . 
Joachimstahl, near Carlsbad, is his- 
toric as the birthplace of the or! 
dollar. This was the silver m- 
groschen, coined in 1619 by order of 
Count Schlick from the metal of a 
recently opened mine, and it became 
known as the joachimsthaler, or “tha- 
ler” alone for short. Before 1600 the 
nimble English language had alrendy 
made “dollar” of this. Thereafter this 
name was loosely used of all manner 
of coins, varying in value from 75 
cents to $1.25 anu belonging to all 
manner of countries, from Sweden to 
Japan. It was from the prevalence of 
the Spanizt “dollar” in the British- 
American colonies at the time of their 
revolt that the modern “almighty dol- 
lar” was de-ived, while in modern 
English very recent slang -has given 
the name of the crown piece.

For his working model the inventor 
has built a car with aluminium plates 
underneath. Against these plates 
play streams of energy from a num- 
ber of coils placed at short intervals; 
the car is) thus lifted from the track 
and loses all apparent weight, the 
force of gravity being exactly coun- 
terbalanced. The car is, in fact, 
floating on the air, and can be moved 
laterally by the lightest touch. 

Powerfui magnets at much wider 
intecvals than the “repulsion culls” 
draw the car swiftly along, as a 
needle can be drawn along the surface 
of the water by similar means, and as 
air resistance is the only opposing 
force, the speed attained might well 
be terrific. 

One of the most astonishing things 
about Mr. Bachelet’s repulsion coils 
is that a single one of them, costing 
about twenty-five cents, can keep 
something like 40 pounds of alumin- 
ium floating above it, entircly de- 
prived of weight so long as the cur- 
rent continues. 

The coils resemble cotton spools 
some three inches in diameter and 
‘the same in length, copper wire tak- 
ing the place of the cotton, and the 
hole in the spool being filled with a 
bundle ‘or “faggot” of iron wire. As 
the spool stands on end it is from this 
“faggoted iron core” that the stream 
of energy rushes upwards against 
the downward pull of gravity. 


The invention is said to be so far’ 


perfected that a mile of line on which 
cars are capable of carrying 100 
pounds of mail matter might be run 
at 300 fniles an hour could be built 
within three months. It would cost 
less than $25,000 a mile, according to 
the inventor, to supply such a ser- 
vice. 

Whether a service of heavy trams 
for passeagers or goods would ever 
be commercially feasible is another 
question. ‘ 

Efforts are elready being made to 
secure the model railway for one of 
the summer exhibitions in London as 
a popular spectacle, but Mr. Bachelet 
is more keen on getting to commer- 
cial business.

$23,000. By the treaty of 1910 un- 
der which thay secured it, they got 
only 4 per cent. though their claim 
was for six. The latter would en- 
title them to over a million dollars, 
but it is not known at present wheth- 
er Barrister A. D. Crooks of Toronto, 
grandson of the Hon. Jameg Crooks 
—one of the two brothers who owned 
the Lord Nelson—will elect to say: “I 
will persevere,” or not. In 1817 a de- 
cree made by the court of the North- 
ern District of Now York pronounced 
the seizure of the boat, and is making 
over into a United States war vessel 
at Sackett’s Harbor, illegal, and di- 
recting $5,000 to ba paid the claimants. 
In the mcantime, however, Theron 
Rudd, clerk of the court, has abscond- 
ed with all the court funds; this was 
the first of a lengthy series of near- 
awards given, one being a decree of 
the Court of Claims in 1859, which 
held that the claimants were entitled 
to only $183.50, or their share of ihe 
monies recovered by the United States 
government from the defaulting court 
clerk. 

Another of the family that valiant- 
ly “persevered” in this singular case 
was the father of A. D. Crooks men- 
tioned—the late Hon. Adam Crooks, 
who was Egerton Ryerson’s succes- 
sor as minister of education for On- 
tario. There are many heirs besides 
A. D. Crooks, for Mrs. Louisa Burns, 
of Toronto; Willoughby Crooks of 
Montreal; J. Crooks, of Waterloo; 
and Mrs. Granville Cunningham, wife 
of the former Toronto assistant city 
engineer; are also grandchildren of 
Hon. James Crooks. Descendants 
of the one-time Bishop of Toronto, 
Aleaxnder Neil Bethune, are also in- 
terested in the award.

Waiting For Suffrage 

A clergyman who addresse da Mont- 
real suffrage league not long ago 
thought that a regrettable mistake of 
some of the workers for suffrage was 
overlooking other responsibilities in 
the meantime. A great deal could be 
done to better the conditions among 
the poor, without the vote. The speak- 
er urged the enlistment of those who 
were idle in social work. 

“Let women go upon the platform 
and speak upon political questions, 
saying no word of suffrage,” said a 
speaker at the inaugural meeting of 
the Political Equality League in To- 
ronto. It would prove, he said, the 
best suffrage argument they could 
offer. Let them take hold of every 
great public question, and make it 
a servant of suffrage, showing men 
how to make politics clean. Another 
speaker on that occasion said of the 
“new woman” that she is merely the 
newly-awakened woman. Contrary to 
the usual] contention of men, woman’s 
great fault has been silence. It was 
always admitted that she could talk, 
but not that she could speak. Now 
women speakers appear who speak 
with a feminine eloquence all their 
own and a logic toc fine to be called 
masculine. f 

Miss Pethick; a suffrage visitor 
from: England, closely identified with 
the movement there, hoped that Can- 
adian women might get the vote, but 
not too soon. “If you get it too soon 
hal? the women won't know its 
worth, but if you have to struggle 
for it, women will be better educated, 
and will do more with the ballot 
when they get it.”

AFRICA’S DIAMONDS 


First Stone Was Used as a Plaything 
by Boer Children 


‘the first diamond discovered 


in 
‘Griqualand, South Africa, 


was found 
{by the children of a Dutch farmer, 
who for a time used it as a plaything 
The stone was sent to Capetown,

where it was sold for $2,500. . This 
valuable discovery soon led to other 
researches, and diamonds were un- 
earthed in various places in Griqua- 
land West, with the result that in 
October 27, 1871, the country of the 
Griquas, a mixed race sprung from 
Dutch settlers and native women, was 
formally annexed by Great Britain. 
Diamond hunting was at first confined 
to the banks of the Vaal niver, but 
in the year of the British occupation 
mines were opened in the locality 
known as the dry diggings, which hag 
since received the name of Kimberley. 
In 1872 the world was startled by the 
discovery of the Stewart diamond of 
283% carats. The daily output of the 
consolidated mines at Kimberley is 
noW valued at $1,100,000. 


Reach Pole by Airship 

The famous explorer, Captain Ron- 
ald Amundsen, has long been  con- 
vinced of the practicability of an aero- 
plane expedition to the Pole. He bas 
learned how to fly in France, and dur- 
ing the next few weeks he will be 
practising the art at the Johannigthal 
Aerodome. His ccmpanion, Captain 
Jacobsen, is also to take legsong in 
aviation. The machinery destined for 


the Polar journey is to be construct- | 


ed by German engineers after plans 
drawn by Amundsen himself. It will 
be provided with floats resting on run- 
ners curved in such a way as to al- 
low an ascent from the ice itself. Bs-

This calculation has been made at 
Sir William Lever, one of the 
lionaires who will have to pay, but 
who does not object. 

“I like it,” he said. “In my view 
the ideal system of taxation, both 
local and imperial is through the in 
come tax, the super-tax, death 
duties, land tax, site value tax, and 
taxation upon luxuries, such as al- 
poi tobucco, ets. Everything else 
ree.” 

While Lloyd-George has_ followed 
his predecessors in his system of 
taxation, except that he has increas- 
ed the rate of income and super-tax 
and death duties go that the wealthy 
have to pay the lion’s share, he has 
gone to other countries for some of 
his ideas. His taxation of site values 
is based or the law now in vogue in 
British Columbia, while he has gone 
to the American income tax law for 
the idea of making money accruing 
to British subjects from investments 
abroad pay its share of taxation. 

In recent years British capitalists 
have made immense investments in 
foreign countries. When the income 
| from these investments were brought 
home to be spent, thé government 
under the old law did not touch it. 
Now Lloyd George says all income 
of British subjects resident in the 
United Kingdom must contribute to 
the imperial revenue. These foreign 
investments are estimated at over a 
billion and a haif dollars, and from 
this the chancellor hopes to secure 
$1,250,000 this year, and double that 
amount next year. The revenue from 
income tax and death duties this yeag 
bir amount to something like 944,u..,- 


In spite of these increases, Sir Geo. 
Paish, editor of the Statist, says the 
burden of taxation is much smaller 
than it has been in modern history. 
In 1880, when the expenditure came 
to $41,000,000, it was raised out of a 
national income of five billion dollars. 
Now the national] income reaches the 
enormous total of $12,000,000,000 so 
it, can easily stand the increased ex- 
penditure. Sir George argues that 
Fheiand can bear still greater in- 
creases in her budget. 

“There are good grounds,” he says, 
“for believing that the income and 
wealth of this country will again 
double in another thirty years. When 
it reaches twenty-five billion dollars 
jand“I have no doubt thet it will 
within a generation, a budget of two 
and a halt billion dollars will be 
borne more easily than the burden of 
a million dollars in 1914.” 


Who Is an American? 

There hasn't been a president since 
Lincoln whose speeches on great pub- 
lic occasions can take rank with Mr. 
Wilson’s. That over the bodies of the 
sailors killed at Vera Cruz was a most 
striking utterance. 

“Notice that these men were of cur" 
blood,” he said. “I mean of our Amer- 
ican blood, which is not drawn from 
any other country, which is noi drawm 
from any other stock, which is not 
drawn from any one languago in the 
world, but free men everywhere have 
sent their country in order to make 
that great compvunded nation which 
consists of all she sturdy elements and 
of all the best elements of the whole 
globe. I listened again to this list 
with a profound interest at the mix- 
‘ture of the names, for the names bear 
the marks of the several national 
stocks’ frcm which these men came. 
But they are uot Irishmen or Germans 
|or Frenchmen or Hebrews any more. 
They were Americans, every one of 
them, and were no different in their 
Americanism because of the stock 
from which they came.”
